Small Docket 
Before Hon. Mr. 
Justice Simmons 


There was a very small docket be- 
fore the Hon. Mr. Justice Simmons, 
who presided over the fall sitting of 
the Supreme Court held in Grande 
Prairie on Tuesday, November 27, and 
the judge was able to leave on the 
night's train. 

The civil docket consisted of one 
undefended divérce action, while the 
only criminal case was Rex vs. 
Warner. The young man was charged 
with breaking and entering Wishart’'s 
pool room on December 2, last year. 
The evidence, almost entirely circum- 
stantial, consisting of tracks in the 
newly fallen snow and the identifying 
of certain articles which were found 
the following day in the rear of the 
shack occupied by Oscar Grina, who 
in giving evidence .identified the ac- 
cused as having passed his shack at 
the rear at 6:30 the night in question. 

This was the only point considered 
by His Lordship, but on hearing the 
evidence of the accused decided that 
the identification by Grina was not 
sufficient to warrant conviction, and 
the accused was found “not guilty.”

Many Prospectors 
Do Well On Bars 
Western Rivers 


That many gold washers in the 
northwestern area did very well dur- 
ing the summer and fall, was the re- 
port brought back to Grande Prairie 
by Tommy Foote, who arrived home 
November 22, having left here the 
first week in June. 

Foote and his companions went by 
team and wagon to a point 35 miles 
beyond Hudson Hope, where they left 
the outfit and took a boat equipped 
with an outboard motor and travelled 
up the Peace River to Finlay Forks. 

Describing the trip, Foote stated 
that as prospectors were scattered on 
the various bars of the Peace and 
Parsnip, he am. nis party headed up 
the Finlay to near Graham, 20 miles 
from the Ingenika River, where there 
were very few prospectors. Those 
who had the proper equipment made 
good, 

“Two French boys,” said Foote, ‘‘ten 
miles from us, got 62 ounces in four 
months, which at the present price of 
gold, would average them about $225 
per month, High water, of course cut 
down the earnings of many of the 
prospectors.” 

Discussing the field further, Foote 
stated that they were informed_ that 
there was considerable coarse gold at 


the head of the Nation River, a4 
tributary to the Parsnip. 
“We are well satisfied with our 


trip,” was the way Foote put it in 
answer to a query of The Tribune re- 


porter,

Popular Business 
Man of Beaver 
Lodge Passes 


BEAVER LODGE, Nov. 29.—Beaver 
Lodge and the surrounding districts 
were shocked to learn that John Ray 
Johnson, proprietor of the Beaver 
Lodge Drug Store, had passed away 
on Monday afternoon, November 26. 

Mr, Johnson took ill late Friday 
evening and died of haemorrhage of 
the stomach, 

The death removes one whose place 
will be hard to fill, for few men ever 
gave so unsparingly of their time for 
the advancement of this or any other 
community than did Ray Johnson. 

Mr. Johnson was born at _ Truro, 
Nova Scotia, and came west as a 
young man. For a time he worked in 
a drug store at Daysland, Alberta, and 
later conducted his own drug store 
at Lougheed, Alberta, 

He came to Beaver Lodge in 1929 
and managed the drug store for H. W. 
Rogers, later purchasing the business. 
Since coming here Mr. Johnson took 
a deep interest in the affairs of the 
town. His musical ability was a real 
asset and he gave unselfishly of his 
time to advance the art in this com- 
munity. 

He was conductor of the brass band, 
organist and choirmaster in the United 
Church, and for a time he was con- 
ductor of the Night Hawks orchestra. 
Besides this he was one of the 
principal promoters of badminton and 
an enthusiastic player. He was also 
an enthusiastic golfer. 

When war broke out, Ray, by which 
name he was best known by his many 
friends, answered the call and joined 
the Fliying Corps and was severely 
burned when his plane crashed. 

He was a Past Master of the 
Masonic Order, a member of the local 
branch of the Canadian Legion, and 
also a member of the Elks. 

Mr. Johnson, who was known far 
and wide in the Grande Prairie dis- 
trict, has left a place which will be 
hard to fill. In his death this town 
and district suffer a severe loss. Quiet 
and unassuming, he made many 
friends, all of whom deeply regret his 
untimely end. 

Ted Johnson of Sedgewick, a 
brother, will arrive on Friday and 
take the body to Truro for interment.
